the Purdue extension staff

der the auspices of County 
Agent 
Van Mat re. 
“ If we can believe those results it 
is apparent that farm ers should reg­ 
ulate their cultivating according to 
the weed growth and should use im­ 
plements designed to cut weeds and 
not merely to stir up the soil,” con­ 
tinued the speaker. “ At present our 
best types of cultivators to destroy 
weeds with out injuring corn roots 
are of the knife or gopher blade de­ 
sign, although the blades must 
he 
kept sharp, which cannot he done in 
stony soil.”

plant 
school, which was addressed also by 
Dr. C. T. Gregory, was not up 
to 
expectations, due to good 
weather 
which kept many farm ers a t home. 
The crowd at each session numbered 
about one hundred, including voca­ 
tional classes from Rushville, Webb 
and W alker township high school.

is dropping 
rapidly, 
this feeding will not prove profitable,

The treasury surplus for the current 
fiscal year will exceed $500,000,600, 
Secretary of Treasury Mel ion 
said 
today. 
This w as the first official 
s ta te ­ 
ment that the surplus 
would 
be 
more than $383,000,000— the 
figure 
forecast by President Coolidge sev­ 
eral months ago. 
Mellon refused to say the 
huge 
surplus would mean a tax cut 
next 
year but admitted it was a 
fav o r­ 
able factor in considering any pos­ 
sible tax reduction. 
Huge income tax collections under 
the new revenue bill also point to a 
possible tax cut. The 
income 
tax 
collections for M arch will be about 
$(500,000,000— an increase of 
more 
than $100,000,000 over 
collections 
for M arch last year. 
Failure of the deficiency 
bill 
to 
pass congress also increases 
the 
treasury surplus, it was pointed out, 
as much of the $193,000,000 
which 
would have been expended 
under 
this bill autom atically 
reverts 
to 
debt reduction. 
¡Surplus was described by 
tre a s­ 
ury officials as a guage for taxation 
and tfn indicator of the 
prosperity 
of the country. 
Meantime the treasury has 
ex­ 
changed $1,140,000,000 of 4j 
per 
cent second liberty bonds for 3£ per 
cent fixe year notes. Subscriptions 
for the new notes close March 
22 
and Secretary Mellon predicts 
the 
total exchange of the 4 js will exceed

“ Gosh,” he half muttered 
when

That expression was

contribution to the case. He did not 
testify in his own behalf.

A jury in district supreme court 
last night found Sinclair guilty of 
contempt of the senate, giving 
the 
government its first victory m crim­ 
inal prosecution growing out of the 
senate investigation. 
A juil sentence is mandatory for 
the offense, the law providing for n 
fine of from $100 to $1,000 and from 
one to 12 months in jail. 
Immediately after 
the jury 
re­ 
ported its decision, George P. Hoov­ 
er, associate defense counsel, 
en­ 
tered a motion for a new trial and 
secured an extension of 
Sinclair’s 
bond. 
While refusing to comment on Une! 
verdict, Sinclair’s attorneys 
said i 
every legal means would he employed i 
to prevent the oil man from going1 
to jail. 
They may appeal to the e »urt of 
appeals of the District of Columbia 
and carry the ease from there 
to 
the U. S. supreme court. 
Sentence will probably he passed 
on Sinclair a week from 
tomorrow 
when Justice William liitz is expect­ 
ed to hear the defense motion for a 
new trial. 
Actual deliberation 
of the jury­ 
men lasted five hours and fifty min­ 
utes. Approximately lfi ballots were 
taken before an 
agreement 
was

Finish Out the Broilers 


Often the market will demand and 


desire soft imeated broilers of high 
quality. If so, the cockerels should 
be fleshed or fattended on a mash, 
consisting of 20 pounds corn meal, 
10 pounds ground oats, 10 'pounds 
middlings, and 80 pounds sour - or 
buttermilk. Two feedings a day of 
wet mash composed .of an amount 
which the birds will consume in 30 
minutes, will add a half-pound in 
from ten days to two weeks and im- 
prove the quality of flesh. If 
the 


market price is dropping rapidly, 
this feeding will hot prove profitable, 
•but most markets 
prefer 
a two- 


pound 'broiler and the poultryman 
will do well to obtain this size 
at 


as early an age as possible. 


The males that are kept in " bach- 


elor" quarters are fed the same as 
the pullets and none too rapid de- 
velopment- demamle'd. Big bones on 
large strong bodies are desirable 
and the" males-that -become sexually 
mature early in life, are usually 
small or of the "pony"'type.' Such 
males arc not to be preferred 
as 


'breeders.

of the danger. 


Scant- attention is 
paid to the 


danger that lurks in poisonous sub- 
stances to Ibe found in the average 
household, but the deaths that have 
resulted from these fatal mistakes, 
and the ruined lives that have re- 
sulted amount to no insignificant to- 
taL 


The evil has grown to such an ex- 


tent lliat the recent congress enact- 
ed the \Vatsoii law to safeguard the 
sale and distribution of dangerous 
caustic or corrosive acids, alkalies 
and other similar substances in in- 
terstate commerce. 
« 


The new law makes uniform and 


applicable to all states the require- 
ments that the substance shall 
be 


b ;eled "poison." The purpose 
is 


to protect the public from disasters 
t!ial have resulted through 
ignor- 


ance or lack of information regard- 
ing the poisonous effects of lye and 
similar caustics used in homes for 
floor polishing, cleansing and open- 
ing of drains. 


Children are most frequent 
vic- 


tims. Many cases arc 
on 
record 


.where lives of boys and .girls have 
been ruined 
through 
accidental 


drinking of lye or similar substanc- 
es. The "poison" label will not re- 
strain the child, but it will be 
a 


constant warning to parents 
and 


other protectors of children. 


Kven though poison may be 
la- 


beled, lives are sacrificed 
through 


carelessness. It is dangerous 
to 


keep any poisonous fluid" in the same 
place with medicine because there is 
always the liability of 
using 
the 


wrong bottle in haste. 


The only safe and sure way 
to 


avoid fatal mistakes of this sort is 
to keeji all bottles or boxes contain- 
ing poison in a separate place, no* 
easily accessible. If they are made 
diflicult to reach, that very djlliculty 
will be sufficient -warning 
about the very valuable 
thought."

one to 12 months in jail. 


Immediately after 
the jury

ported its decision, George P. Hoov-. 
er, associate defense counsel,

tered a motion for a new trial and 
secured an extension of 
Sinclair's 


bond.' 


While refusing to comment on the 


verdict, Sinclair's attorneys 
said 


every legal means would be employed 
to prevent the oil man from going 
to jail. 


They may appeal to tha c mrt of 


appeals of the District of Couimbia 
and carry the case from thero to 
the U. S. supreme court. 


Sentence will probably be passed 


on Sinclair a week from 
tomorrow
